S.^O. B5.— In exercise of the power* Conferred’ hy the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, and In supersession of the Ministry of Defence Class III (Non* 
Gazetted — Non-Mlnlsterial) Posts Recruitment Rules, 1907, published with the 
notification of the Government of India In the Ministry of Defence, No. S.R.O. 209, 




dated the 19th August, 1967, the President hereby makes the following rules re- 
gulating the method of recruitment to the Class III (Non-Gazetted— Non-Minis- 
terial) posts In the Ministry of Defence, namely;— 


1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of Defence Class III (Non-Gazetted— Non-Ministerial) Posts Recruitment Rules, 
1968. 


(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their puhlication in the Official 
Gazette. 


2, Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified In column 1 of 
the Schedule annexed to these rules. 


3. Number, classification and scale of pay — The number of post, Its classi- 
fication and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified In columns 2 
to 4 of the said Schedule- 


4- Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto shall bc as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule; 


Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in the case of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the general orders Issued from time to time by the 
Central Government. 


6. Disqualifications — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of Its taking place during the life Time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the post; and 


(b) no woman whose matrlage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shtdl be eligible for appointment to the pqst: 


Provided that the Central Government may, If satisfied that there are Special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 



6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government Is of opinion that It 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order for reasons to be recorded 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons.

— In exercise ol the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the Class III (Non-Gazetted) Non-MInisterial posts in 
the Ministry of Defence namely: — 


1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of Defence, Class III (non-gazetted, non-mlnisterlal) Posts Recruitment Rules, 
1969. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 


2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post of “Librarian— Grade II” 
In the Ministry of Defence, speclfled in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these 
rules. 


3. Number of post, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said 
post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall h® as specified 
in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 


4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 6 to 13 of the said Schedule: 


Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment may be re- 
laxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the general 
orders issued from time to time by the Central Government. 


5. DlBquallflcatlons. — (a) No person who has more than one wife Uving or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in, which such marriage Is void by 
reason of Its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to the said post; and 


(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post. 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule-

S.R.O. 58. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Translator, Ruaslan/Engiish, in the Indian 
Air Force, namely: 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the Translator, 
Russian/English, (Indian Air Force) Recruitment Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number of post, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the post, 
its classification and the scale of the pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualification. — The method of re- 
cruitment, age Emit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be 
as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed In the case of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons In accordance with the general orders of the Central Gov- 
ernment Issued from time to time. 

5. DisquaUflcations. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries In any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the Ufe-timo of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to the said post; and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
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living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post. 

6. Where the Central Government is of the opinion that It Is necessary or ex- 
pedient so to do, It may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and In 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions 
of the rules with respect to any class or category of persone/the post,

S.R.O. 59. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the Cantonment Board, Mhow, hereby imposes with 
the previous sanction of the Central Government a Show Tax in the Cantonment 
of Mhow at the rate of Rs, 3.00 (Rupees three only) per show leviable in respect 
of every cinema show, drama, circus, carnival or other show meant for entertain- 
ment and for which a charge is levied and payable by the person responsible for 
exhibiting or presenting such show. 

2. For the purposes of the said tax each programme of a specific duration for 
which a separate ticket (other than a season ticket or complimentary ticket) is 
issued shall be deemed to be a separate show. 

3. The said tax shall Ibe paidi in advance before the commencement of the show 
concerned- 

4. Such shows or performances which are for charitable or philanthropic pur- 
poses or in aid of any Institution or public purpose shall be exempt from Show Tax. 
The decision of the Board In case of any dispute in this regard shall be final.

■Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) Rules, laiil, which the 
Central Government proposes to make In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1), read with clause (cc) of sub-section (2), of section 280 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1024 (2 of 1924), is hereby published as required by the said 
sub-section (1), for the Information of aR persons likely to be affected thereby, 
and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on 
or after the 15th March, 1909.

Draft Rules 

1. These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
(Class I and Class 11) Amendment Rules, 1969. 

2. In Rule 5 of the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class 1 and Class 
jII) Rules, 1951 — 

(i) in clause (a), after the existing proviso the following provisos shall be 
Inserted, namely: — 

"Provided further that 50 per cent, of the permanent vacancies In Class I 
arising In 1968 and in subsequent years, falling In direct recruitment 
quota, subject to a minimum of one vacancy each year, shall be flUed 
by appointment of officers recruited agpinst temporaty vacancies on 
the results of the examinations held in 1961 and 1962"; 

(11) In clause (b), after the existing proviso, the following proviso shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

"Provided further that 50 per cent, of the permanent vacancies in Class II 
arising In 1968 and in subsequent years, faUlng In direct recruitment 
quota, subject to a minimum of one vacancy each year, shall for filled 
by appointment of officers recruited against temporary vacancies on 
the result of the examinations held in 1961 and 1962 and In sub- 
sequent years”.
